“afternoon. During the morning Colonel W. 
iL. Peek had been the choice of the middie 
of the road crowd. 

_ He had a strong following back of him. 
‘Sesing that the nomination of Hines would 
draw largely from the fusion movement, 
Colonel Peek announced yesterday after- 
‘noon that he would retire and leave the 
‘field to Hines. 

A caucus had been called to meet at 9 
clock last night. It was called by those 
advecating Dr. Gambrell with the idea of 
crystalizing sentiment in his favor. When 
‘the populists met it was seen by the Gam- 
brell faction that they were woefully in the 
minority and they urged an adjournment 
until this morning. This caucus dissolved. 
The cry for all middle of the roaders to 
remain went abroad. Only one or two left 
the hall. It was clearly apparent that the 
Plan of the self-appointed leaders had been 
downed; that the scheme of A. A. Murphey, 
J. L. Sibley and Major Charles McGregor 
had fallen through. 

Enthusiasm for Hines was wild. Two 
hundred throats echoed his name. They 
yelled down. the Gambrell sentiment. They 
called for a straight populist. They 
Wanted a middle-of-the-roader. They want- 
ed no “rank outsider,” they said. 

A committee was appointed to confer with 
Judge Hines to see if he would accept and 
to urge him to yield to their demand. It 
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“HINES WILL BE NOMINATED.” 
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was proposed that a second choice be 
named in case of his refusal. This was de- 
ferred until Judge Hines is heard from. 

Those who were in favor of Gambrell 
claimed when the caucus adjourned last 
night that it was a trick to put Yancy Car- 
ter in nomination; that it was known that 
Hines favored Gambrell and would not ac- 
cept, and that they wished to have Yancy 
Carter named. 

The fight will come today. Last night the 
old leaders were whipped. The middle-of- 
the-roaders had the whole road and walked 
their way rejoicing. 

The First Caucus. 

The first caucus had been called at the 
instance of the Gambréll leaders. Shortly 
after 9 o'clock in the dining room of the 
Jackson hotel all populists present gather- 
ed. Some one moved that Major Charles 
MeGregor take the chair. Major Mc- 
Gregor went to the table and rapped vigor- 
ously. 

‘TIT want some one to tell me what this 
caucus is for,’ he said. 

No one answered. 

It was easy to see that the Gambrell 
forces which had called the caucus were 
afraid to act. 

There was a deathly silence everywhere 
and every populist seemed waiting on the 
next man to speak. 

Like a Thunder Clap. 

Suddenly the giant voice of Yancey Car- 
ter came in like a thunder clap. He was 
leaning over the transom in a big chair, 
It was the first intimation of the big storm 
brewing. 

“T want to know,” he cried, “if this is 
a middle of the road meeting, or if it is a 
sidetrack movement?” 

There was a deadly silence. 

“Hush, brother, hush,’ -came from 
parts of the house. 

But Yancey would not hush. He arose 
again in all.his glory and the forces of the 
night came to him and his cause. 

It was seen by A. A. Murphey that there 
was no Gambrell sentiment present. 

‘I move,” he said, ‘“‘that this caucus ad-

The first caucus adjourned. 

Then the deep voice of Yancey Carter 
broke out again. 

“Let all middle of the roaders remain," 
he cried. “I want every man whois op- 
posed to the candidacy of Gambrell to stay 
here.’’ 

Very few moved out. Among them wWas 
A. A. Murphey. 

Hines Caucus Organized. 

Mark Irwin, the populist editor and son- 
in-law of Colonel Peek, was in the chatr. 

“Let all those,’’ he said, ‘‘who want to 
see ig the governor's chair a man who has 
served the party; who is a populist from 
the crown of his head to the sole of his 
feet, remain here and state their views.” 

Mark Irwin was placed in the chair. 
W. A. Johnson was named as secretary. 

There was murmuring of discontent all 
over the hall. Some quit the place. 

“Boys, this ain’t populism,’’ they cried. 
“Don’t do this way.” 

Major McGregor got the attention of the 
chair. 

“T want to say,’’ he spoke, ‘‘that I was 
sent here to represent my people as best 
I can do, and I do not intend to yield to 
the dictates of any man or any set of 
men.’’ 

‘We don't intend for you to yield,” cried 
some one from the other side of the hall. 

“This is the first populist convention I 
have ever attended in my like,” he sald, 
“whe I have been requested to leave the 
hall.” 

With this remark as his ultimatum Major 
McGregor, the first lieutenant of Watson, 
got out. 

“Take Off Some Calico.”’ 

“Take off some calico, boys,’’ came a 
voice from the crowd. Then there was a 
general jerking off of coats. 

D. M. Russell, an aged citizen of Poik 
county, arose to plead for harmony. 

‘TI want to make an earnest plea,’ he 
said, “for the good of this party. We are 
in a serious situation. Our people are di- 
vided.

The pay- 
ment of a fee to ex-Governor Hogg in the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons case is referred to and 
the state administration is denounced as 
extravagant and fostering a family of fav- 
orites. The placing of raw material on 
the free list is denounced. An eight-hour 
work'ng day and mediation between corpo- 
rations and employes by a state board 
in cases of strikes are advocated.

The amendment was accepted 
and after some discussing, the resolution 
was adopted. 

Governor (Holcomb was nominated by 
acclamation under suspension of the rules. 
John C. Harris, of Nehama county, was 
nominated by acclamation for lieutenant 
governor. Governor Holcomb was escorted 
to the platform and spoke for half an hour, 
his speech being on state issues. Upon 
the convention being informed that a com- 
mittee from the state democratic central 
committee was in the city asking for a 
conference with a like committee from the 
convention, it Was moved that a committee 
of fourteen be appointed and that further 
business be suspended until the committee 
reported and the report was acted upon. 
An adjournment was taken until 9 p. m. 

The convention reassembled at 9:30 p. m. 
The committee appointed to confer with a 
committee from the democrats reported 
that the democrats asked that the nomina- 
tion of candidates for treasurer and attor- 
ney general be left vacant. The report was 
made without recommendation. After an 
hour’s discussion, C. J. Smythe, chairman 
of the democratic state central tommittee, 
sent in a communication withdrawing the 
demand for representation upon the state 
ticket. 

Mr... W. F. Porter received a majority of 
the votes cast and was declared the nomi- 
nee of the convention for secretary of 
state. 

The platform adopted indorses the action 
of the St. Louis convention; approves the 
course of Senator Allen in standing up for 
the masses, approves the administration 
of Governor Holcomb, favors mutual’ and 
fraternal, fire, life and accident assurance 
and also favors the valued policy insur- 
ance law. Senator Allen then took the 
floor to speak on the electoral ticket. He 
reviewed the issue at great length and at 
midnight was still speaking. There wiil be 
no nomination tonight. 


_ SENATOR JONES IN NEW. YORK. 


Object Was To Arrange for Notifica- 
tion ‘Meeting. 

New York, August 5.—There were signs 
of excitement around democratic heid- 
quarters at the Hotel Bartholdi this morn- 
ing over the expected arrival of Senator 
James K. Jones, of Arkansas, the chair- 
man of the democratic national commit- 
tee. 

Senator Jones arrived in the city at 9 
o'clock this morning, and was met at the 
Station by the treasurer, William P. St. 
John. The two'men drove to the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, where Senator Jones 
gaged a room. 

Senator Jones, when seen a little later by 
a reporter, stated that the object of his 
visit to New York was simply to muke 
arrangements for the big notification nieet- 
ing at Madison Square Garden, 

Seator Jones again denied 
ment, republished again this morn.ng, 
that he had said in an interview that 
3ryan would not accept the populist nomi- 
nation and that the southern pcpnulists 
wouid go with the negroes, where they be- 
longed.

Weyler’s Aide Leaves Cuba for Spain. 
Armenian Patriarch Resigns. 
Trinidad Belongs to Brazil. 


Madrid, August 5.—Further riots growirg 
Out of the taxes imposed on the people 
have occurred throughout the province of 
Valencia. 

The most serious disturbances occurred 
last night in the outskirts of the city of 
Valencia, where fifty men, armed with ri- 
fles paraded about shouting ‘‘Down with 
the taxes! Down with the government!” 
and defying the authorities to interfere 
with them. They at last made an attack on 
the officials who colleet the oetroi, the tax 
collected upon provisions of all kinds en- 
tering the city, and attempted to shoot 
them. 

A strong force of police was hastily ¢is- 
patched to the scene. Upon their arrival 
the police were greeted with a volley by 
the rioters, who proved themselves bad 
marksmen, none of the police being hit. 
The latter then charged the mob, which 
speedily dispersed when they saw tbat 
the police were determined to suppress the 
disorder. Five of the mob, including a wo- 
man, were wounded by the police. 

Similar disturbances occurred in villages 
in the province, and many arrests have 
been made. The authorities allege that the 
trouble is fomented by the republicans. 

The leader of the insurrectionists, Ber- 
nardo Touledo, was at one time a student 
of medicine in New York city and his 
brother is now in command of a body of 
insurgents in Cuba. 

Among the persons taken into custody in 
connection with the disturbances is one 
who had in his possession when arrested a 
number of compromising letters, some 
from Buenos Ayres and others from the 
United States. 

Stores of arms have been discovered in 
two places and several arrests have been 
made in Madrid, where extraordinary pre- 
cautions have been taken to prevent an 
uprising. It is suspected by the «authori- 
ties that conspiracies exist in Gerona and 
Saragossa. 

The anti-Protestant feeling among the 
populace is spreading and is especially 
strong against Americans, who are sus- 
pected of promoting the agitation. 


ARMENIAN PATRIARCH QUITS. 


Sultan Accepts a Resignation Which 
Was Tendered. © 
Constantinople, August 5.—Matthew Iz- 
mirlian, the Armenian Patriarch, has re- 
signed and the sultan has accepted his rés- 

ignation. 

Since the Armenian massacres there has 
been a continued conflict between the 
porte and the patriarchate, and it has 
been repeatedly stated that there was @ 
government conspiracy to force him to re- 


the Island. 

Lisbon, August 5.—Newspapers here de- 
clare that Great Britain has recognized 
Srazil as the owner of the isle of Trini- 
dad, off the coast of Brazil, which Great 
Britain recently took possession of as a 
landing station for a telegraph cable. 

The seizure of the island called forth 
energetic protests from Brazil, which, ac- 
cording to some papers fere, “have result- 
ed in England withdrawing her pretensions 
to sovereignty of the island.

This in a pen and tink presentment of 
the continuous gubernatoria} poss.bility, 
Colonel William L. Peek, of Peek's farm, 
near Conyers. It shows him standing 
squarely in the “middle of the road.” He 
is caught in a familiar attitude—refusing 
to be interviewed on his candidacy for 
governor. 

He’s got more good horse sense than a 
half dozen ordinary gentlemen with bees 
about them, but he’s fallen into the habit 
of running for governor and he can’t over- 
come it. He's been running so long that he 
Can't tell when he started. but he’s still 
in good sprinting form and has plenty of 
wind ahead. It’s a harmless entertainment 
which he has every other summer and it 
makes up for the quiet of the farm. They 
Say the colonel has been bee-stung s0 
often that he rather likes it. 

Down in Rockdale they regard the colo- 
nel as a better farmer than politician. His 
barns are fat and his fields teem with rich 
harvests. He rides to meeting in a two- 
horse buggy and knows just when the moon 
is r'ght for planting. His neighbors think 
he’s foolish to keep running for governor. 
But, undaunted, the colonel turns up in 
the race every two years. Although he 
yearns to live in the big red house, cor- 
ner of Peachtree and Cain, he does not 
Scorn to put his hands to the labor of the 
field. He toils in the sun in summer when 
he’s not chasing the gubernatorial phan- 
tom, and his face and hands are baked a 
nice ruddy brown. He doesn’t put on alrs. 
He fancies the wide-brimmed black hat 
and this year the brim of his hat is wider 
than formerly and his hope’s correspond- 
ingly higher. Time and campaigning do not 
Wear upon the colonel’s firm features.

But more conspicuous than all was Mr. 
Watsons new chapeau. This almost served 
as a disguise when he first appeared and 
some failed to recognize him, for he had 
never been known to don a hat of straw 
before. And this hat, a high-crowned Japa- 
nese design, was pulled carelessly on one 
side of his head. It was chromo-yellow 
in color, 

“Where d’'ye get that hat?’ 

This was the first expression of delight 
from the waiting crowd. There was no 
tooting of trumpets, no ringing huzzahs, no 
backwoods yélls to herald his arrival. Mr. 
Watson stepped quietly from the train, his 
smile increasing at every step, his hand 
extended in hearty grasp. Some one had 
relieved him of his grip and they kept both 
hands wagging away. The most prominent 
leaders pushed forward and some of them 
had the temerity to slap him on the back. 
Difident mémbers of the party stood to 
one side and grinned with sugared satisfac- 
tion. A glimpse at their great leader was 
tke the visitation of the angel to the heal- 
ing waters.

In this way the candidate for vice pres!- 
dent greeted those who came up. He was 
taken in charge by A. A. Murphey and J.

All Are Fighting Sewall. 

It is evident that Sewall, the democratic 
candidate for vice president, is the prime 
object of the Georgia populist’s wrath. 
They will demand his withdrawal from the 


race. They will charge that Senator Jones, 
the chairman of the democratic campaign 
committee, entered into an agreement with 
the populists at St. Louis that the south 
should have the vice president in consider- 
ation of their support to Mr. Bryan. 

They do not profess to claim that Senator 
Jones made this agreement with them in 
black and white,

It is probable that the populists will pre- 
sent a. demand for Sewall’s withdrawal in 
very emphatic terms.

The contesting Pingree delegation 
from the seventh district was admitted to 
the floor without voice pending the re- 
port of the committee on credentials. The 
convention then took a recess until 2:30 
o'clock. 

While the convention was waiting at the 
afternoon session for the committee to re- 
pert speeches were called for. Congress- 
man Samuel W. McCall, of Massachusects, 
who is visiting Congressman William AIlI- 
len Smith, spoke briefly. 

Congressman Smith made a speech in 
defense of the republican house of ?repre- 
sentatives, and his scoring of the St. Louis 
silver bolters for refusing to pass tiie 
Dingley bill was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause. 

Ex-Senator Patton spoke briefly. He said 
he never felt prouder of the republican 
party than he did in this campaign, bhe- 
cause it had stood for its historic tradi- 
tons for honest money and the country’s 
credit. The hope of the country was ¢m- 
bodied in that party. 

A motion to adjourn until 7:30 o'clock 
was adopted on a rising vote, amid great 
confusion, 

After the announcement of the vote the 
leaders of the Pingree party wanted to 
proceed to ballot for candidates for govern- 
or, but when it was found that such action 
would create friction in his own ranks, 
they allowed a vote to take adjournment 
till 9:30 o'clock to prevail. 

The evening session opened with the 
report of the committee on credentials 
submitting a report that the Bliss delega- 
tion from St. Clair county be given seats 
in the convention. This was a blow io the 
Pingreeites, which meant a loss of twenty- 
two delegates. 

An hour was given to debate on the 
report and then a ballot was taken. The 
report was adopted by a large majority, 
the Pingree followers not making any de- 
termined opposition. 

The platform indorses and accepts the 
St. Louis republican platform and candi- 
dates and denounces the Chicago platform. 

Speeches for nomination of candidates 
for governor were the next order of busi- 
ness, and James O’Donnell, of Jackson: A.

Smith, candidate for state senator 
from Jefferson county, this afternoon stated 
that this is accounted for more or less in 
the fact that Reuben F. Kolb and Peyton 
Bowman, the best known populist leaders 
in the state, went to the St. Louis populist 
convention and voted and worked for the 
nomination of Bryan and Sewall for the 
national ticket. Leading populists here are 
crying loud that gross frauds were com- 
mitted all over the state by the democrats. 

Frank Baltzell, secretary of the state ex- 
ecutive committee of the populist party, 


| charged last night that great frauds had 


been committed and today he reiterated the 
charge, saying the democrats had commit- 
ted frauds in almost every county which 
they had carried in north Alabama. He 
said that it was more than likely that 
contests would result in several of the 
counties, and especially in Jefferson county. 

Congressman Howard, of the seventh dis- 
trict, arrived here today and when ques- 
tioned as to democrats committing frauds 
he said he had not been fully advised by 
leaders as to what the vote was.

EVIDENCE OF GUILT WAS LEFT. 


Young, of Chattanooga, Who Suicided, 


Seems To Have Been a Forger. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 5.—(Special.) 
Monday afternoon the dead body of Hor- 
ace G. Young, a former city official and 
prominent resident, was found on Lookout 
mountain. He had sent a bullet through 
his heart.

General Lee Working To Have Them 
Given Better Quarters. , 
Havana, August 5.—United States Con- 
sul General Lee resumed his efforts to se- 
cure the transfer of the men captured on 
the filibustering schooner Competitor to 
better quarters than those they now oc- 
cupy.

Famous Scholar and Historian Writes 
Of Free Coinage. 


DEMOCRATIC DOCTRINE GOOD 


Speaks of the New Definition for a 
Silver Dollar—How It Read 
Before 1878. 


Irom The Chicago Record. 

Indianapolis, Ind., August 2.—Dr, John 
Clark Itcpath, the well-known scholar, 
historian and wirter, who was unanimously 
selected by the democrats of the Fifth dis- 
trict’ as their candidate for congress at 
their convention in Brazil July 29th, was 
visited at his home in Greencastle today 
and asked for an expression upon his nom- 
ination and the monetary question. He 
said: 

“In regard to my nomination- for ccn- 
gress, I strove in every way I could to 
avoid that and to prevent it. My personal 
affairs and some public duties that lie just 
ahead seemed to preclude the propriety or 
possibility of my being a candidate for 
any office. I never sought office in my life 
and never expect to do so, for the icason 
that it seems to me clear that the }cople 
have the atsolute right of initiative in 
such matters. I have always con‘ended 
that the people should have the initiative 
in choosing those who should become their 
servants in office. The political life is not 
at all in my profession, though I heve a 
préfound interest in the public welfare. 
I have always sympathized with the peo- 
ple—by which I mean the great mass of 
our fellow-beings engaged in the hard task 
of making a living. I sympathize with the 
laborer and I do not sypathize with the 
idler. 

“According to my way of thinking our 
government has been steadily drifting 
away from the people and getting into the 
power of special interest. The circle of 
government has narrowed and .“«rrowed 
till it appears to me the height of absird- 
ity to call it any longer a government ‘of 
the people, for the people and by the reo- 
ple.’ I want to see this process completely 
reversed. I want to see the government 
restored to the people. I believe j recisely 
what Webster and Theodore Parker and 
Lincoln said, viz, that ‘our republic is, cr 
ought to be, a government of the people, 
for the people and by them.’ 


Right To Govern Themselves. 

*“‘How can there be any harm in such a 
doctrine? In the name of common sense, 
has it come to pass that patriotic citizens 
in the United States of America c¢inot 
advocate the right of the people to govern 
themseives? Has it come to that that we 
have, sure enough, a lot of self-constitured 
masters who shall tell us what is good for 
us and how we shall obtain "t+? Are we 
Americans a lot of younglings who are un- 
uble to lead ourselves, but must rather be 
led as with a string and fed on porridge as 
With a spoon? 

“Ainong the methods, as it seems to me, 
by which the government is to be :ecover- 
ed by the people is, first, of all, as the 
matter now stands, the restoration of our 
currency. We want our currency system 
put back precisely where it was under the 
Statute and constitution for the first eigh- 
ty-one years of our existence as a nation. 
Our statutory bimetallic system of curren- 
cy was taken from us in 1873 by a process 
which I do not care to characterize in fit- 
ting terms. Now we propose to have it 
back again. The restoration of our silver 
money to the place it ‘held before is the 
people’s cause, and the people in this con- 
test are going to triumph. They are going 
to triumph in the open light of day under 
the clear gleam of light and ‘ruth. 

“The silver doliar was of old the unit of 
money and accounts in the United States. 
That dollar to this hour has never been al- 
tered by the fraction of a grain in the 
quantity of pure metal composing it. Ev- 
ery other coin, whether of gold or silver, 
has been altered time and again, but the 
silver unit never. The silver dollar was 
the dollar of the law and the <ontract. 
It is to this day the dollar of the law and 
the contract. To the silver unit ll the 
rest,both gold and silver, have peen ccn- 
formed from our first statute of 1792 to 
that ill-starred date when the conspiracy 
against our old constitutional order first 
declared itself. The gold eagle of the origi- 
nal statute, and of ail subsequent statutes, 
was not made to be $19, but to be of the 
value of $10. The half-eagle was 1:0t made 
to be $5, but to be of the value cf $5. The 
quarter-eagle was Of. the value of $2.50 and 
the double agile was of the valne of $20. 
Even the dollar of 1849, marveluvus to re- 
late, Was not $1, but was made to be of the 
value of $1. The subsidiary coins were all 
fractions of the dollar and the dollar vas 
of silver only. 

New Meaning for ‘‘Dollar.”’ 

“Not a single dictidnary or encyclopedia 
in the English language before the year 
1878 ever defined dollar in any terms cther 
than of silver. In that year the sdminis- 
trators of the estate of Noah Webster, de- 
ceased, cut the plates of our standard lex- 
icon and inserted a new definition that had 
becomne necessary in order to throw a pe- 
numbra‘of rationality around the i sterna- 
tional gold conspiracy. 

“The way to obviate the further disas- 
trous effects of this international gold con- 
spiracy is to stop it. We want the system 
of bimetallism restored in this .ountrv. Bi- 
metailism means the option of the debtor 
to pay in either of two statutory coins, 
according to his own convenience and ac- 
cording to the contract. This option freely 
granted, the commercial parity of the two 
money metals will be speedily resched, 
nor can such parity ever be seriously dis- 
turbed again as long as the unimpeded op- 
tion of the debtor to pay in one metal or 
the other shall be conceded by iaw and the 
terms of the contract. The present com- 
mercial disparity of the two metals has 
been produced by the pernicious legislation 
which began twenty-three years sgo and 
which has not vet satisfied itseif with the 
monstrous results that have flamed there- 
from. 

“What do we propose to accomplish by 
free coinage? We propose to do iust this 
thing, viz, to break the corner in zold and 
reduce the exaggerated purchasing power 
of that metal to its normal stancard. Fe 
assured there will be no further tulk 
a 50-cent dollar when the commercial pari- 
ty of. the two money metals shall be 
reached. Every well-informed person must 


| know that the present d‘sparity of the two 


uncoined metal is but the index of the ex- 
tent to which gold has heen hulled in the 
markets of the world. It is not an index 
to the extent to which raw silver has de- 
clined in its purchasing po'ver 4s com- 
pared with the everage af ather commodi.

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The Campaign in New England. 

With a captivating eloquence such as 
the people of New England have never 
heard in any former political campaign, 
George [red Williams, the brilliant 
young advocate of free coinage, is pro-

long been wedded to her idols, and sel- 


dom has the voice of a democratic mis- 
Sionary been heard in that section. 
Without realizing that any serious harm 
could possibly result from the blind 
support which they have always given 
to the republican ticket, the voters of 
that state have persevered in upholding 
a policy of finance which has not only 


’ robbed them of their hard-earned sav- 


ings but which has loaded them with 
debt from year to year until they can 
barely stand up under the burden. 

Unable to account for the hardships 
which they have suffered for the last 
twenty years or more, but hopeful of bet- 
ter times in the future, they have stead- 
ily postponed the relief for which they 
have prayed by slavishly voting the re 
publican ticket. 

At last, however, a gleam of hope 
has commenced to streak the horizon. 
With the sudden advent of George I'red 
Williams and the sound political gospel 
which they have heard from the lips of 
that stout young apostle of reform, the 
farmers of Vermont who have hitherto 
constituted the bone and sinew of re- 
publicanism in that state, have com- 
menced to open their eyes on the money 
question and to doubt the wisdom by 
which they have been infiuenced in for- 
mer campaigns. Hundreds have already 
come boldly out on the side of bimetal- 
lism, while many others who have not 
as yet taken any decisive step are 
Seriously considering the matter of giv- 
ing up their old party affiliations. 

Aside from the magnetism of the bril- 
liant young orator, which is doubtless 
responsible for much of the good which 
has been achieved in New England, the 
success of his missionary labors is chief- 
ly due to the strange and somewhat 
startling truths which he has carried iato 
that section.

in New England, in propcertion to its 
Wealth, between the years 1880 and 18090. 
Actording to the census of the United 
States, there was a fall in the value of 
farms in the whole of New England of 
about $90,000,000. The state of Vermont 
has sustained $30,000,000 of that loss. 
Therefore, I may well come to the suf- 
fering state and present a cause which 
I believe to involve the rescue of your 
state, of New England, of the United 
States, aye, of the whole civilized world, 
from a false system of money which 
has been forced upon us in the last 
twenty years. 

With such a record of hardships, reach- 
ing back for a period of more than forty

Mr. Lewis went to Washington several 
years ago as correspondent of The Chi- 
cago Times, and after the consolidation 
of that paper with The Chicago Herald, 
he conducted a general service of his 
own from Washington, which brought 
him at once to the front as one of the 
most gifted of American correspondents, 
When Mr. Hearst bought The New York 
Morning Journal and began to reach out 
for the best of everything that could be 
found, he secured the services of Mr. 
Lewis, whose pen for the past several 
months has done brilliant special work 
in this well-known metropolitan news- 
paper. 
Mr. Lewis will be at home in Wash- 
ington; indeed, as a Washington cor- 
respondent, his genius will have full 
play and will manifest itself to better 
advantage than in any other line of 
work. What he does’ not know about 
Washington and the intricacies of of- 
ficial life at the national capital is not 
worth knowing. Of public men and 
measures, he is probably the best posted 
newspaper man in America, and this 
knowledge, with his happy faculty of 
interesting presentation, makes him an 
ideal Washington correspondent. 
The Journal is to be congratulated ip 
having put its Washington service in 
such capable hands. We predict for Mr. 
Lewis and The Journal an era of record- 
breaking and of new patterns in Wash- 
ington correspondence. 
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Good Roads. 
The question of good roads. is one 
which has frequently been agitated but 
which has failed as yet to receive that 
deliberate consideration which its real 
importance demands. 

In a recent article published in The 

Methodist Review, Professor H. H. 
Stone, of Emory college, who has given 
the subject careful thought, states that 
good roads, according to the standard 
which prevails in other countries, are 
absolutely unknown in the state of 
Georgia. 
Such a condition as even our best 
roads present would not be tolerated for 
a moment in Belgium, France or Ger- 
many, where the roads are So admirably 
constructed as to offer in many cases 
superior advantages to the railroads. 

Professor Stone deplores the spirit of 
indifference which exists in this and 
other states in regard to the matter of 
good roads, and bespeaks a revival of in- 
terest on the part of those who have 
ceased to agitate the question. 

Every one should read Professor 
Stone’s able paper, which contains a 
number of pertinent and valuable sug- 
gestions, and is worthy of thoughtful 
consideration. 

Republicanism Rebuked. 

One by one the number of converts to 
the policy of bimetallism is rapidly in- 
creasing. Within the last few days, Dr. 
W. H. K. King, a leading republican of 
the state of Missouri, who has heretofore 
been actively identified with the party 
organization, states that he cannot in- 
dorse the St. Louis platform and is 
obliged to give his support to Bryan and 
Sewall. 

His reasons for espousing the demo- 
cratic cause are not those of a shallow 
and vaccillating mind, but rather the 
convincing arguments of one who has 
made a profound study of the issues 
which new confront the American peo- 
ple. ' 

Since his party is no longer the cham- 


) . 
corporate wealth, he declares that he 
can no longer consistently remain in its 
ranks. 

On the other hand, believing the dem- 
ocratie. party, as represented by Mr. 
Bryan, to be the party of the people, he 
declares himself unreservedly in favor 
of the platform enunciated at Chi- 
cago. 

Dr. King takes| the position that what 
is called “the balance of trade” can be 
determined only to a limited extent by 
the tariff. Ile believes that free coin- 
age, however, will not only insure pros- 
perity and happiness in this country, 
but to a very large extent break up the 
trade which England is now deriving 
from these countries which have adopted 
the double standard, 

In speaking of the money plank of the 
St. Louis platform, Dr. King indulges 
in the following severe and caustic lan- 
guage: 

Instead of exhibiting the bravery of In- 
dependence, and reflecting the glory of 
the great republic, it is cowardly and re- 
duces the American eagle to the sem- 
blance of a sick hen, frightened by the 
British lion, and the American citizen 
to the attitude of a fawning suppliant. 
It is insincere and hypocritical. If bi- 
metallism is only to be. secured by a 
unanimous agreement of all the civiliz- 
ed (so-called) powers, everybody knows 
Kngland would be foolish to enter any 
such agreement. But, suppose she did? 
The moment she got her exchanges to 
suit her she would withdraw, and leave 
the rest of the nations to ‘‘hold the bag.’’ 
Again, if it is not necessary to have her, 
but only the United States and the other 
powers to effect bimetallism, is it not @ 
fact that up to 1873 France, Germany, 
the Latin Union, India and the United 
States were bimetallic? And I ask, if 
the platform is sincere in wanting bi- 
metallism now, why did the republican 
party demonetize silver in 1873, when all 
these nations were coining it? They are 
simply trying in this year of our Lord 
to deceive the people, and to the crime 
1 refuse to be accessory. 

The stand which Dr. King takes on the 
money question shows that he has made 
it a matter of profound study. Having 
reached a definite conclusion, he comes 
out boldly and identifies himself with 
that party whose platforny coincides 
with his own deliberate ideas of what is 
best for the people of this country. As 
a republican of wide influence and long 
afliliation with his party in Missouri, his 
decision to Support the democratic nom- 
inees will doubtless inspire many others 
to do likewise. 
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A Substitute President. 

The constitution of the United States 
of Mexico has been so changed as to 
provide for the election of a substitute 
president. 

It seems that the previous policy of the 
Mexican republic did not provide for 
such an officer as a vice president. This 
omission was probably based on good 
grounds, for the existence of such an 
Official with the right of succession upon 
the death of the president would have 
been a great temptation in a land where 
revolutions made removals’ frequent 
enough. The vice president:would have 
been a center around which would have 
gathered the disappointed and rebellious, 
and no matter how good the constitu- 
tion of the real president might be, the 
death rate, from one cause or another, 
would have been largely increased. 

This is in regard to the Mexico for the 
eighty years preceding the administra- 
tion of President Diaz. That eminent 
Statesman has so far reduced to order 
the people of Mexico that the life insur- 
ance risk of a president is now as good 
as that of any other man in the republic. 
Ilaving succeeded in placing his country 
upon the high plane occupied by other 
civilized nations of the world, President 
Diaz has gone about perfecting the in- 
ternal policy of the country, so that 
hereafter thére may be no friction be- 
cause of a lack of officers whose duty it 
is to enforce the law. 

To meet those periods when the presi- 
dential term would be disturbed by the 
death or inability of the chief executive, 
the Mexican congress has secured the 
adoption of an-amendment to the consti- 
tution, providing not for the election of 
a vice president, but of a substitute pres- 
ident on each occasion when his services 
may be necessary. For this purpose 
congress is to convene according to de- 
tail of law for that one and exclusive 
object, a majority of the members is to 
constitute a quorum, and of these the 
successful candidate must receive the 
majority. 

One feature of the amendment is that 
a substitute president may be elected to 
serve during the absence of the actual 
president. This would indicate that 
President Diaz, who is: now about to 
enter upon his fifth term, contemplates 
a trip abroad; in which event, Atlanta 
would claim the distinction of being his 
first abiding place. It was known that 
he was really desirous of visiting this 
city during the exposition, and only the 
inadequacy of the law at home to pro- 
vide for the government during his ab- 
sence compelled him to relinquish the 
idea, 


Defending the Platform. 
There was one notable paragraph in 
the speech of Hon. Louis Garrard, of 
Muscogee, delivered before the people of 
Cobb county. 

It was that in which he defended that 
plank in the Chicago platform condemn- 
ing the method through which, by a 
mysterious inside movement, the su- 
preme court of the United States chang- 
ed its decision upon the income tax and 
finally declared it to be unconstitutional. 

The protest of this plank of the Chi- 
cago platform was not intended as an 
attack upon the supreme court, but it 
Was meant, and was intended, as an 
attack upon those secret influences which 
could enter the sacred portals of our 
highest court of justice, and after its 
members had solemnly decided a case, 
induce them to reverse that decision. 

Speaking upon this subject, Mr. Gar- 
rard said: “Are we to have a body of 
aristocrats in our midst above criticism 
after having done an illegal act? There 
is no man who has more reverence for 
the bench than I. I am a lawyer, and 
have a love and veneration for law, but 
this is a free country and it was never 
intended that we should maintain an 
oligarchy beyond the reach of the people 
when our federal courts were estab- 
lished.” 

As a rule, the supreme court of the 
United States has held itself alaof from 
polities, and has decided questions be- 
fore it upon the high plane of pure law; 
but while this is true, it is also true that

When the colonies of England were 
Striving for a foothold along the south- 
ern coast of North America, they had 
difficulty in finding some _ product 
adapted to the climate which would do 
for export to the mother country, and 
bring in Some returns.

& woman commenced to experiment with 
all patience, and finally exhibited to her 
friends the indigo plant, which became 
the staple of the Carolinas until the 
patenting of the cotton gin. This was 
the result of thought and eare, which 
were characteristic of the women of the 
colonies. Before the sex were educated 
to this point, there are told stories of 
how they stumbled upon discoveries for 
Which all mankind has reason to thank 
them. Such a tale is told in China, 
where the use of tea originated. It is 
said that the daughter of a reigning 
sovereign was hopelessly enamored of 
a young nobleman whose caste did not 
permit him to aspire to her hand, but 
they occasionally exchanged glances and 
often he found means to place a few 
blossoms in her hand. One time, owing 
to the close surveillance of her attend- 
ants, she was only able to catch a few 
little leaves of the bouquet he intended 
for her. This she treasured and placed 
in a tumbler of water. The princess, 
then in the excess of her love, drank the 
water and then ate the stem and leaves. 
This she continued to do, finding in it 
a reminder of her lover, and liking the 
flavor of the tea, which was the plant 
left in her hand by her lover. Iler 
ladies copied this custom of hers, and 
from this the whole Chinese nation be- 
came one of tea drinkers. So that a 
woman, as early as six hundred years 
before Christ, introduced to the world 
this great physical solace. It was an 
accident, but from it ecould be drawn the 
deduction that a woman in following the 
true inclination of her affection and dis- 
position has the widest field open to her 
to benefit her kind. 

Commendable Earnestness. 

The action of the silver men in Flor- 
ida, enforcing the readjustment of the 
democratic electoral ticket, is not only 
to be commended but to be imitated 
wherever there is any danger of treason 
or of luke-warmness.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


As a rule the character of food which a 
bird eats is indicated by the shape of its 
beak. Says a writer in Appleton’s Popular 
Science Monthly: ‘‘All the sparrows have 
short, stout beaks, well suited to cracking 
open seeds and grain, which is their usual 
food. The thrushes have a curved Dill, 
convenient for holding worms and digging 
in_the soil; they find most of their food on 
the ground, poking among the dead leaves 
and rubbish for grubs, beetles and larvae. 
Our robins, which are true thrushes, do 
valuable spring work in the garden and 
lawn pulling worms from the soil, Have 
you ever watched a robin at work? How 
he tugs and pulls when the worm is long 
and does not come easily! There is an 
energy and a certain business air about 
him when at work which is very interest- 
ing. The food of the thrushes 1s chiefly 
animal, although they like a few strawDer- 
ries and cherries for dessert, which we 
ought to be very willing to allow them as 
a slight return for all the worms and in- 
sects they destroy for us. The warblers 
are almost exclusively insect-eating birds, 
A few of them hunt on the ground for their 
food, but, as a family, their place is high 
in the tree tops, searching among the 
foliage for the tiny insects, plant lice, and 
spiders that make their homes there. 
They are small birds, having slender beaks. 
The tiny humming birds, with their long, 
needle-shaped bills, are well equipped for 
securing honey from the very heart of the 
trumpet flowers and honeysuckles. They 
find numerous small insects within the 
flower as well as honey.” 


Bishop Francis Mostyn, who was last

At the apex appears the national emblem, 
the Welsh harp, encircled by topazes and 
aquamarines, which is an exact copy of 
the ancient ‘Ariandlws,’ which tradition 
declares to have remained in the possession 
of the Mostyn family from early centuries.”

Witt Talmage, at Basthampton, L. IL, 
after a long tour of the southern states. 

The reverend gentleman is a keen op- 
server and can see which way the wind 
blows as quickly and with as much cer- 
tainty as the shrewdest of politicians. He 
does not only preach to the people, but he 
mingles with them, feeling the popular 
pulse and searching the hearts of hig 
countrymen. > 

Dr. Talmage arrived at Easthampton on 
Friday last from Chautauqua, where he 
had attended an educational convention. 
Not only in the big cities did the doctor 
mingle with the residents, but in remote 
and sparsely populated districts and in 
minor townships and villages. 

Almost All for Silver. 

“During my entire trip,” he said, “I did 
not find more than one or two men who 
were not silverites. The unanimity was 
astounding. The sentiment down south ig 
universally for the white metal. Bryan and 
Sewall will get a very large vote from that 
section of the country.’ 

Dr. Talmage is too little or too much of 
a politician to come out flatfooted for free 
silver, but his utterances are perhaps suf- 
ficiently significant to show the tendencies 
of his personal feelings. 

‘My associations and training and my 
political affiliations of the past place me 
on the side of a single standard,’’ he cau- 
tiously said, and then as a twinkle came 
into his eye he added: “But I certainly be- 
lieve that instead of disaster and ruin #1- 
lowing in the wake of the silver meve- 
ment, the opposite will be the result.

York and Washington during the past 
week, attending to business matters, re- 
turned to Atlanta yesterday and resumed 
his duties as assistant clerk of the United 
States court. 


Mr. Carter, during his absence, had oc- 
casion to talk with several New York bank- 
ers, all of whom were advocates of the 
Single gold standard. Every one of them, 
said Mr. Carter yesterday, admitted thet 
the silver sentiment was growing in the 
east. The bankers are bestirring them- 
Selves against the silver avalanche and 
they are subscribing large sums to the re- 
publican campaign fund in an effort to stem 
the tide by the use of money. 

Mr. Carter said he was very much sur- 
prised to find advocates of free silver on 
every hand in New York. The gold men 
haven't an easy thing of it by any means 
in the Empire State of the North.

Is it not a fact that the United States 
can run her own affairs without the dic- 
tation of Great Britain as to what we 
shall do? 

We want a system of finance that will be 
adequate for the demands of our ration, 
so that we will not be compelled to run 
our government with borowed money. The 
United States is too great a nation. to 
have to be dependent upon other countries 
for her money when We have it here with 
us, and all there is left to do is to take 
it to the mints of the United States and 
there coin it according to the demands 
of the country. 

Will the people bring about a reform in 
our financial system and restore to the 
country that prosperity which once exist- 
ed? or will they allow the present issue to 
exist und continue the issuance of bonds 
in time of peace?

In the Hands of the Professional Ele- 
ment, Closing Higher. 


New York, August 5.—Stocks today were 
dull and the movement as of late was con- 
trolled by the professional element, which 
for the moment is arrayed on the bull 
side of the account. These operators has 
the assistance of snrall buying orders from 
London as well as higher cables from that 
center, and in the early trading the favor- 
ite issues, under the leadership of Sugar 
scored advances of 4@1% per cent. The 
rise in Sugar was stimulated by the ad- 
vance in all grades of refined %4c _ per 
pound. Manhattan gained a point at this 
time on covering of short contracts, and 
less was heard of reductions in dividends 
and surface road competition. The usually 
active list improved 14@% per cent, but 
the trading was of a retail character. Af- 
ter midday Burlington and Quincy was 
forced down to 60% from 62 on sales by 
brokers connected with a leading bear 
broker. It was currently reported that the 
dividend on the stock will be reduced, 
and this was the favorite argument of the 
bears. One broker bought the next divi- 
dend on 1,000 shares, paying % of 1 per 
cent. In the absence of support the ru- 
mors had a depressing influence, and the 
stock was sensitive throughout. Late in 
the day the market improved on attempts 
to cover by small bear operators. A re- 
duction in the demand rates for sterling 
exchange had a tendency to check selling 
for the short account, as it furnished evi- 
dence, if any were needed, that the syn- 
dicate has this mrarket well in hand. On 
the other hand, money, except on pledge 
of the very best collateral, is difficult to 
obtain, and rates on time are gradually 
working higher.

Heat and Outside Indifference. 

Chicago, August 5.—The wheat market 
presented very little of an interesting char- 
ater today, and with the execution of the 
opening ofters, which were probably a lit- 
tle more plentiful than usual, all sem- 
blance of activity disappeared. The heat 
of the day and the indifference of the ouc- 
side were to blame for the extreme listiess- 
ness whih preva-‘Jed.

Shortly after midnight he was 
by the police of East Twenty-second street 
station, on suspicion of being the murderer 
of Annie Bock, who was found dead with 
her throat cut in her flat at 207 East Twen- 
ty-first street, ye sterday morning. 

The police were very reticent concerning 
the prisoner, but said they had witnesses 
to prove that he wasin the company of the 
woman at 12:50 o'clock vesterday morning. 

Goldman was arrested in a cheap Bowery 
yotel. on information furnished by a friend 
of the murdered woman, whose name 11s 
Mrs. Rosa Schwartz. The latter told the 
police that Goldman was an old lover of 
Mrs. Bock, and that the murdered woman 
had told her on several occasions that she 
feared sooner or later Goldman would kill 
her, as he had on more than one occa- 
sion threatened to take her life. 

Goldman was arraigned this morning be- 
fore Magistrate Kudlich, when the officers 
testified that Police Captain Smith had in- 
vestigated the case and that he was con- 
vinced that the prisoner atthe time of the 
murder was on the train coming from Ma- 
con to this place. On this evidence, and 
there being nothing to connect the defend- 
ant with the murder, he wus discharg’ 1. 

His mother knew nothing of her son's 
arrest until this afternoon, when informed 
by The Constitution’s correspondent. She 
was greatly surprised and declaréd that 
her son could not be guilty of such a crime, 
as he has always been of fine moral char- 
acter and never carried a pistol or other 
deadly weapon. 

She immediately telegraphed to her sister 
in New York, asking particulars, and also 
got Chief of Police Butner, of Macon, to 
wire the officials in New York about the 
matter. This afternoon at 5 o’clock Mrs. 
Goldman received the following telegram 
from her son at New York: 

“Am out. Everything O. K. 
identity; no more trouble.”’ 

About same time Chief Butner received 
the following telegram from a Pinkerton 
man: 

“Mortie Goldman, Macon, Ga., arrested 
for murder, promptly discharged,”’ 

Mrs. Goldman will telegraph her son to 
return to Macon at once. Goldman’s father 
died three vears ago in Macon.

WAS DEPOSED BY CONFERENCE 


Minister Claims He: Was Damaged 
$10,000 by Being. Refused a 
License To Preach, 


August 5.—(Special.)—If 
the Rev. T. W. Armstead, who was de- 
posed by the Athens d-strict conference 
two weeks ago, does not change his mind, 
the Southern Methodist church will be the 
defendant in one of the most interesting 
libel suits ever tried in this statc.

The divine takes 
great pride in the battles he has fought 
for Methodism, and now that the Athens 
conference has deposed him he accepts it 
as the “unkindest cut of all.’’ 

His suit against the church will be one of 
the most interesting in the annuals of the 
state. Those who know him do not doubt 
for a moment that he means just what he 
Says and that his suit for damages will be 
pushed to the last.

Great progress was being made on this 
wall yesterday afternoon and had the work 
not been stopped when it was the men 
would have finished tearing it down before 
night. Just as the wires had been placed 
around the wall and the men were about to 
give the last pull, Building Inspector Pitt- 
mun appeared on the scene. At a glance 
his practiced eye told him that if the wall 
was removed the Alexander building would 
be in danger of collapsing. He at once 
gave the men orders to stop their work for 
an indetinite length of time. 

The wall the men were tearing down 
partially supports the wall of the Alexan- 
der building, and had it been removed the 
Alexander building would have been in im- 
mediate danger of collapsing, and as it is 
the building is very unsafe. 

Wasn’t Built Strong. 

The Alexander building was erected two 
vears ago before the present building laws 
had been passed by the city, and before 
there was such an office as that of build- 
ing inspector. The walls were very thin, 
having been built only twelve inches wide. 
The wall of the Alexander building it Seems 
project four inches or thereabouts over the 
lower part of the wall on the Austell prop- 
erty, causing the lower part of the Austell 
building to be part of its necessary support. 

It was this state of affairs that caused 
Building Inspector Pittman to have the 
work of tearing down the wall stopped un- 
til something could be decided on by the 
owner of the property. Those in charge of 
the Austell property have a perfect right 
to tear down their part of the wall. If they 
tear it down the Alexander building will 
be placed in a very dangerous position and 
it might fall at any time. 

This morning there will probably be a 
meeting between Messrs. Miles & Bradt, 
the contractors for the Austell estate, and 
Mr. J. G. Dallas, the agent of the Alexan- 
der estate.

What Superintendent McCollum Says 
of Judge Calhoun’s Decision. 
Judge Calhoun’s decision of Tuesday af- 
ternoon in regard to trains blocking the 
street crossings of the city was the main 
topic of discussion among railroad circles 

yesterday. 

The decision is one of the most important 
that has been rendered in this court for 
some time. It may make a radical change 
in the rules as regards street crossings, and 
Such a thing as a long wait for a train to 
move will be a thing of the past. 

There are, however, a great many differ- 
ent phases of the case, which can only be 
settled by test cases in the recorder’s court. 
It is something of a fight between the 
public and the railroad companies. The 
former claim through the ordinance that 
they cannot afford to wait at the cross:ngs 
longer than the time required, while on the 
other hand the railroad companies state 
that three minutes is not sufficient time 
for some of their trains to move across 
some of the streets. 

The law on this point. however, as de- 
fined by Judge Calhoun,. is very strict. It 
plainly states that no train, whether freight 
or passenger, shall stand on one crossing 
longer than three minutes without moving. 
No provision is made for long trains or 
necessary or unnecessary delays. 

The full account of the test case was 
published in yesterday's Constitution. 
Will May, a conductor on the Atlanta and 
West Point road, was arraigned for hold- 
ing his freight train on the Mitchell street 
crossng longer than the required time. 
The defense sought to show that the train 
had orders to sidetrack to allow a pas- 
senger to pass, and that if the freight had 
gone ahead, a wreck would have been in- 
evitable. 

This plea, however, had little weight with 
Judge Calhoun. He stated that the sched- 
ules of the company should have been so 
arranged that a wait on the crossing could 
have been avoided. The conductor was 
given‘’a fine of $3.75. 

The judge also decided that the crew 
were liable to a fine if the train had been 
moving, and it was impossible for it to 
get across in the required time. He said 
that the trains would have to be cut in 
two and each section pulled across at a 
time. 


Judical View of the Case. 

Judge Calhoun was seen yesterday af- 
ternoon in.regard to his decision and the 
effect it is likely to have. 

“Well,” said he, “I was just upholding 
the law, that’s all, which is my sworn 
duty. The ordinance very plainly states 
that the trains cannot remain on the cross-

is my duty to enforce it. If the trains have 
to be sidetracked on the streets so that 
people are delayed, the companies must 
Simply change their orders and their 
schedules. If a train consumes more than 
three minutes on a crossing, even if it is 
in motion, it is my duty to fine the con- 
ductor just as quickly, and I will do §{t. 
These crossings belong to the city, and not 
to the railroads. It seems a hard thing 
to make the companies realize this fact. 
I rather hate to fine the conductors for 
something they cannot help, but the law 
holds them liable, and, of course, I am 
powerless to do anything else. 
A Railroad Man’s View. 

Major J. L. McCollum, of the Western 
and Atlantic, has this to say on thé sub- 
ject: 

“It is the Intention of the raflroads to up- 
hold the law at all time, and the people 
should *co-operate with us in this purpose, 
especially in this case. I have no fault to 
find with Judge Calhoun’s decision for he 
is acting under the law, but I do think 
that the ordinance should be a little more 
lenient. In some instances it is impossible 
for a train to get over a crossing in the 
required time. Very often there are wrecks 
and necessary delays, and I think the law 
should make some exceptions in such 
cases, 

“Now we sometimes have freight trains 
with thirty-five cars, all extending nearly 
a quarter of a mile. The law does not al- 
low us to run over four miles an hour tn 
the city limits, and if you wil! figure it 
out, you will find that it is impossible for 
a train of this length to cross a street in 
three minutes. We are therefore between 
two fires. I think that the law should al- 
low us five minutes at least, and I also 
think that the public ought to agree to it.” 


MUSCOGEE’S WEALTH DECREASED 
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Tax Receiver’s Books Show a Falling 
Off of a Million. 

Columbus, Ga., August 5.—(Specia!.)—It 
is estimated that the tax returns for Mus- 
cogee county will be abott $1,060,000 off this 
year. This is the rough estimate made by 
Tax Receiver Henderson, 

The tax receiver is very busy completing 
his digest for 1896. With two assistants he 
is winding up the books which contain 
Muscogee’s tax figures. 

These books contain the county returns, 
that is, those vaiues not returned direct 
to the comptroller-geueral, such as rail- 
road property, etc. The taxable value of 
all property in Muscogee county, not in- 
cluding that of the class mentioned, is set 
forth in these books, 

Receiver Henderson makes the rough es- 
timate that the taxable values fur iasyv6é are 
about $1,000,000 less than on the preceding 
vear. Last year the returns amounted to 
about $14,000,000. Of course, this does not 
include railroad property and many other 
things amounting to several millions of 
dollars. 

There are several reasons for the dec- 
rease of taxable values. In the. first place, 
city values are $630,000 off this year. Ther~ 
have been many fires, amounting to a loss 
of mrany thousands of dollars. The failure 
of the Chattahoochee National bank also 
put an end to returns which considerably 
swelled the tax receiver’s columhs. * 


THE COUNTRY’S HOPE 
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Chairman Clay Spoaks at McDonough 
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DEMOCRACY ESSENTIAL 


Without It There Would Soon Be a 
Strongly Centralized Gov- 
ernment. 
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Democratic headquarters were not quite 
so crowded yesterday, as the populist rooms 
were but almost as much interest wa3 
taken in the populist situation. The callers 
at Chairman Clay’s rooms talked over the 
populist programme and generally agreed 
that Messrs. Watson, Branch, Ellington, 
Peek, McGregor et al. would fix up a slate 
and put it through. Some of these and 
their aides were rushing around whispering 
to a brother here and another there and 
taking a third off in a corner for a quieter 
consultation. All of this was noted by the 
democrats and the meaning of it was not a 
mystery. 

“The populists do not want to fuse with 
us,” said a middle Georgian. ‘‘They prefer 
to run their own schedule. The middle, of 
the roadsters will hardly be able to prevent 
a combination on Dr. Gambrell for gover- 
nor and Walter Hill for attorney general. 
The wind is blowing too strongly their way, 
but we can beat them with any ticket 
they put out.” 

“No, sir, the populists will not fuse with 
the democrats this year in Georgia,’’ said 
one of the prominent members. “Why, if 
the St. Louis convention had indorsed 
Sewall half the southern populists would 
have bolted. The extreme party men are 
charging now that there was a sell-out and 
a great many pops swear that they will 
vote for McKinley.” 

“You don’t mean to say that any of 
your ‘party will vote for the single gold 
standard?” inquired a democrat in aston- 
ishment. 

“A great many of them declare that they 
will, but I believe that when election comes 
they will vote for Bryan and Watson, or 
for a straight-out ticket if one is put up 
later by our party, and there is a strong 
demand for a straight-out ticket by the 
populists of the south.” 

Colonel Clay at McDonough. 

The courthouse at MeDonough cculd not 
hold the great crowd which assembled 
there Tuesday to hear Hon. Steve Clay 
speak. Democrats turned out in force and 
in addition there were a great many popu- 
lists, who listened with interest. It w hot 
for the speaker and the audience, b all 
listened patiently and gave Mr. Clay §en- 
erous applause. He spoke of the democrat- 
ic party’s past, its glorious history and 
discussed the platforms of the republicans 
and the democrats. He began by announc- 
ing the principles on which the democratic 
party was founded are essential to a good 
government and to the preservation of tHe 
liberties of the people, These principles 
are as true now as they were in the time 
of Thomas Jefferson, who declared in favor 
of equal and exact justice to all men, 
peace among ourselves and honest friend- 


ship to all nations. 

Mr. Clay declared that the federal courts 
have been gradually extending their juris- 
diction and usurping authority that be- 
longed to the state courts. This power in 
the hands of the federal courts has grown 
to be dangerous. The speaker stated that 
he believed in home courts and home rule 
and that the federal courts should have 
only the right to deal with federal questions. 

“We all obelieve in the preserva- 
tion of the generah government un- 
der u dual system,”’ said Mr. Clay, 
“but let us never forget that the democratic 
party has been the cnampion of the preser- 
vation of the rights of the states. It main- 
tains a jealous care for the right of eiec- 
tion by the people. 

“The democratic party has stood for hon- 
est elections. Let every man free from 
influence go and cast his ballot for the 
party of his choice, patriotism alone being 
his motive. Then we will have a pure and 
good government. The minority, should 
always acquiesce in the will of the ma- 
jority. The democratic party stands for 
the supremacy of the civil over the milita- 
ry authority and for economy in all our 
public expenditures. It stands for the hon- 
est preservation of our public credit, free 
of the press and freedom of religion and 
trial by juries impartially selected. These 
principles are essential to preserve and 
perpetuate a free government.” Mr. Ciay 
took the position tnat a nation could only 
be called great when her tarmers, when 
her mechanics and the masses of the peo- 
ple are thrifty, happy and contented. 

“Show me a nation of homes where the 
masses are prosperous and there you will 
tind love for country. England is called 
a great nation. A few of her people are 
r.ch, but the masses are poor and‘ discon- 
tented: England and Wales, we are told, 
have an area of 37,000,000 acres. Less than 
230 people own one-sixth of the inclosed 
land. Sixty-six people own an eighteenth 
part. In ireland on an area of 20,000,000 
acres 292 people own a third of the in- 
closed land. in Scotland the figures are 
more striking. The total area is estimated 
at about 18,0v0,000 acres and it is said that 
twelve men own one-fourth of it. 

‘‘We hope never to see this state of affairs 
in our beloved country. We want it to be 
a country of homes, where our lands can 
be cut up into small farms, where our me- 
canics can build their own houses and 
claim a spot for home. This will give a 
citizenship that loves country and will per- 
petuate the principles of a free government. 
England has stood for the single gold stan- 
dard for many years. A few of her people 
have grown rich and the many have grown 
poor.’’ 

Mr. Clay argued in favor of the coinage 
of both gold and silver without any dis- 
crimination against either metal. He ds- 
cussed the difference between standard of 
value and circulating medium and declared 
that silver ought to have the same rights 
that gold has to be used as redemption 
money. When paper money is issued in 
treasury notes redeemable in coin, the gov- 
ernment ought to receive the right to pay 
in either gold or silver, and i free 
coinage at first did not cause 
the bullion to rise in value s0 as 
to make the commercial and legal ratio 
correspond, creditors wculd pay in_ the 
cheaper money, Which would create a 
greater demand for silver. Gold would de- 
preciate, ani thus parity would take care 
of itself. International bimetallism would 
never be established unless some great 
nation took the lead and declared for free 
coinage. He declared that, with the best 
lights he had before him, no countries ex- 
cept England, Germany and the United 
States redeemed their paper money in 
gold at the option of the creditor, but re- 
served the right to redeem in either gold 
or silver. The speaker argued at length 
for bimetallism. He took the position that 
one crying evil of the hour was the organi- 
zation of trusts, where capital had com- 
bined for the purpose of raising prices to 
the injury of the consumers. He named 
over fifty trusts that were organized in 
six months, among them the sugar trust. 
where large manufacturers got together 
and agreed upon a price for their sugar. 
He went on to say that the sugar trust had 
admitted that it made 73 per cent in une 
year on the capital invested. The demo- 
cratic party is the enemy of trusts. Ili he- 
lieves in legitimate business, ani that com- 
petition ought to be encouraged so that 
the necessaries of life could be furnished 
to consumers as cheap as possible. Mr. 
Clay declared that this is a tight between 
the classes and the Masses, and that pop- 
ulists and democrats Who believe in giving 
relief to the people should stand shoulder 
to shoulder. He wanted the populists pres- 
ent to support the national and state tick- 
ets as the best way to get the relief desired. 
He had nothing unkind to say about the 
populists. “They are citizens of Georgia: 
help pay our taxes and help build up the 
resources of our state. Many of them are 
good citizens, and their proper place is in 
the democratic party.” 

Mr. Clay took up Governor Atkinson and 
called on opponents to point out a s'ngle 
act of the governor's which was not best 
for the nena of the state. He showed that 
every dollar which has been collected has 
been properly paid out. He declared that 
Georgia was paying out now annually more 
than $1,100,000 to the schools, neery $200,000 
a year to our old confederate soldiers, be- 

es a-large amount contributed to their 
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widows. 
were opposed to the convict lease system. 
The next legislature would deal with this 
question, and the right to control and super- 
intend the convicts would be retained by the 
state. Mr. Clay paid a high tribute to 
Governor Atkinson, eulogized him for the 
attention he had given to the state’s 
finances, the money he had collected from 
the banks as interest, the great pains he 
had taken in investigating the application 
for the pardon of the negro Duncan— 
demonstrated that the life, liberty and 
property of the humblest citizen were safe in 
the hands of the governor. ‘“‘He deserves 
re-election without opposition,” Mr. Clay 
declared. 

The speaker contrasted the nomination of 
Bryan with that of McKinley to the ad- 
Vantage of Bryan. Hanna had called in 
the different trusts to come to the rescue 
of McKinley. These trusts paid McKinley 
cut of debt. They are now putting up the 
money to elect him. Bryan is a patrict, a 
Statesman, a Christian, the champion of 
the masses. His nomination inspired the 
roung men of the country with new hope.

Want To Raise the Grade. 
The finance and street committees of 
council will consider the project of raising 
the grade of Edgewood avenue between 
jedmont avenue and Fort street some 
time soon. bids have been secured to do 
the work and are in hand, 
It is estimated that the work will cost 
something like $30,000. and it is argued 
that if done it will enhance the value of 
property ond give employment to hun- 
dreds of men who are now idle. City ln- 
vineer Clayton has made a careful inves- 
tigation of the matter, and he thinks that 
the work proper of raising the grade will 
cost about the amount stated. Aside from 
that, the cost of repaving Edgewood ave- 
nue and Fort street, which crosses it where 
the grade will have to be raised, would be 
about $7,000, 
The project is not a new one, but it 
appears to be growing in favor. The grade 
from Piedmont avenue to Fort street is 
a very low one, and it is claimed that it 
could be raised about six or eight feet 
at the lowest point. The hollow is now 
practically at low ebb in point of value, 
on account of the low-lying ground atr.d 
street, and many of the property owners 
in the vicinity are interested in the matter, 
favoring the raising of the grade, They 
Say that the street will be bettered in ev- 
ery way. and that a much-needed improve- 
ment will be made. The increased va!lua- 
tion of property if the grade is raised will 
bring the city additional taxes and son pay 
for the outlay in raising the grade, it is 
argued, 
There are many men out of “mployment 
who would be benefited by the *ork, ind it 
would start a building boom in the vicin- 
ity of the section, according t» some of 
those who have petitioned the conneil to 
make an appropriation for the work. It 
is claimed that it will not he necessary 
to set aside all of the money needed this 
vear, and that with a small sum the work 
can be started. The joint ‘ommittee will 
be called together soon to look into the 
matter,
